Reports that the fire had been 
set by prisoners had not been con- 
firmed, but some credence was 
placed in them because on at least 
three previous Occasions since the 
October mutiny, prisoners have set 
fire to the tailor shop.

The fire ate its way through the 
tailor shop sending huge billows 
of smoke over the prison and dam- 
aging an adjoining carpenter shop.

A few hours after Fort’s speech 
had been delivered the White 
House made it known that Mr.

Fort asked for a calm, reasoned 
consideration of the prohibition 
problem and advised temperance 
workers to leave enforcement to 
the officers of the law and re- 
sume the educational program they 
followed before the dry laws be- 
came effective. 

Immediately after Fort had as- 
serted that the benefits of prohibi- 
tion had outweighed the harms by 
making more happiness in the 
homes, the wets prepared for a 
rebuttal. Representatives lLehl- 
bach, another Republican from 
New Jersey, obtained permission to 
answer his colleague today. 

More Work on Alcohol Pian. 

Still working On the bill to 
transfer the prohibition enforce- 
ment unit from the Treasury to the 
Justice Department, the House Ex- 
penditures Committee was called 
again today to thresh 
out details: of the measure having 
to de with the administration ‘of 
the industrial aleohol permit sys- 
tem. 

The plan is to leave this func- 
tion of prohibition administration 
in the Treasury. The committee 
has approved a provision which 
would authorize the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to draft regulations to guide 
the. Secretary of the Treasury in 
issuing. permits. Opposition to 
such a plan has been expressed by 
some members of the House, and 
the committee today took under 
consideration a substitute provision 
giving the two department heads 
joint authority in drawing - the 
regulations. 

Norris on Abaitinesibe. 

Chairman Norris of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, which passes 
no nominations for the prohibition 


_ gervice, does not favor the test of 


total abstinence for enforcement 
officers. 

“IT believe in prohibition from 
the bottom of my heart,’”’ he said, 
in explaining his attitude, “but I 
am disgusted with fanaticism,

Plans of Powers. 


Under the second heading, meas- 
ures for public information: 

“Limitations specified in Section 
1 are supplemented by the follow- 
ing measures for public informa- 
tion: 

“(A) A table of tonnage by class 
shows the way in which each high 
contracting Power intends to dis- 
tribute .during the perjod of ap- 
plication of the convention, the 
total tonnage which it has limited 
by the figure indicated, so far as 
it is concerned, in the table of to- 
tal tonnages allotted to the partic- 
ular Powers. For each class this 
tonnage corresponds to the figure 
which should not be exceeded dur- 
ing the period of the application 
of the convention, by the total of 
Ahe individual displacements of all 
vessels which at any one moment 
are on active service and which, by 
their characteristics, belong to the 
class in question.

“Within the lMmit of the total 
tonnage and in the absence of 
more strict conditions resulting 
from special conventions to which 
it is or may become a party} each 
nation may alter this distribution, 
subject to the following condi- 
tions: 

“(1) Tonnages by class shall in 
no case be the object of increase 
or subtraction of an amount ex- 
ceeding the figures given in the 
annexed table.

“What would you say if I told 
you I have access to a file of 
Judge Jones’’ showing his activity 
in promoting this law? (Actually, 
thére is no Judge Jones). It won't 
bé long before these things will be 
in the record. (Hill and others 
are planning to attack the law in 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States). What would you say if 
you knew a plan was laid before 
this bill was introduced to control 
all sewer districts, to get all the 
attorneys’ fees, to get strings on 
the engineers’ contracts and on the 
construction and material con- 
tracts? 

Arranged Beforehand. 

“That was all laid out before the 
bill went to the Legislature. That’s 
a fact, and I can prove it. There 
was conference after conference 
for that »urpose of the men who 
then composed the ring.

Attorney Always Consulted. 

Barnett, in his address, asserted 
that whenever a question of law 
arises the attorneys for the sewer 
districts telephone to Benjamin H. 
Charles for the answer. Charles, 
known /as_an expert in municipal 
bond matters, is consulting coun- 
sel for all the county districts. 
Barnett resigned as a supervisor 
of the Webster Groves district be- 
cause Robert A. Roessel, of coun- 
sel for the district, decided to 
share in legal fees, although he 
had promised to serve the district 
gratis. 

**Roessel wanted $70,000 just to 
bring out an opinion from down- 
town from Ben Charles as to what 
the law was,” Barnett asserted last 
night, “and there = a big fee 
for Charles.” In cas@a proposed 
sewer district is not sustained, 
Barnett said, there is no limit un- 
der the law to the. assessment 
against property for preliminary 
expenses, 

There are two to five attorneys 
in each district, collecting up to 
$500 in each district every month, 
it was declared by John E. Moo- 
ney, lawyer and president of thé 
Taxpayers’ Protective Association. 
For this, they “file a few papers on 
forms provided in the law.” and 
they have no cases in court now. 
Lawyers talk about how much 
work they have to do forthe dis- 
tricts, he continued, yet there is 
one who represents four districts.

Charge of Illegal Fees. : 

“In the Lemay Ferry district,” 
Mooney continued “two lawyers 
are being paid and I have reason 
to believe others are getting a 
‘cut.’ In Central district, three 
lawyers are getting paid, but | 
looked through the records of over 
18 months and I could have done 
all the work ‘there in a week.

A majority of the common stock 
is owned by Utilities Power & 
Light Corporation of fener. a 
holding company.

Non-Operating Profit $419,434. 


In addition to Operating profit, 
@ non-operating- profit of $419,- 
434.85 resulted from activities not 
connected with the supplying of 
gas to the public. The extent of 
these other activites compared with 
the public service operations is 
shown by the company’s gross rev- 
enue Of $11,746,474.56, divided as 
follows: Gas and Pintsch gas, $8,- 
219,590.27; coke, $1,818,927.01;: tar, 
$217,308.94; ammonia, $192,027.41; 
merchandise, 9#654,146.40; other 
revenue (including rental of elec- 
trical property received from La- 
clede Power & Light Co.), $644,- 
474.53. . 

In the calculation of operating 
expense, which was $3,853,835.¢4, 
the cost of producing gas was re- 
duced by the amount of net rev- 
enue received from the sale of 
coke, tar, ammonia and other 
residuals. ° 

Taxes for the year were $985,- 
131, and the amount set aside out 
of operating revenue for depreci- 
ation was $428,482.45. The depre- 
ciation allowance was _ increased 
from one per cent to one and one- 
half/per cent of the depreciable 
property by the Public Service 
Commission when the rate increase 
of April 6 was granted. 

Including non-operating profit, 
total profit was $3,308,139.21, and 
after payment of dividends and in- 
terest on funded debt and loans, a 
balance of $262,904.25 was added 
to surplus.

The operating profit was equiva- 
fent to a return of 6.15 per cent 
on the valuation of $47,000,000 
placed on the gas property as of 
Dec. 31, 1927, by the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission, which at 
the time said the company was 
entitled to a return of 7% per cent. 
The valuation included an allow- 
ance of $5,818,000 for “going 
value” whi the city in an ap- 
peal to the ‘courts is attempting 
to have reduced.

The Government’ charges, in its 


trial of 32 persons charged with a 
conspiracy against the national 
prohibition law, that Fox and Pit- 
man were leaders of a ring that 
dominated the liquor traffic of the 
county. 

Woman Pleaded Guilty. 

The witness readily gave her 
version of the activities of the 
alleged ring. She was one of the 
102 persons indicted in the case, 
and one of the 25 who pleaded 
guilty at the outset of the trial. 

Called to the stand late in the 
day, after testimony of Roy 
(“Skinny”) Grace, a confessed col- 
k.ctor for an organization known 
as “The Line,” had occupied the 
vreater part of the session, the 
young woman poured out her story 
at a rate that made the court 
stenographer request her to speak 
more slowly.

She said one-third 
went to the “county,# that is, Fox 
end Pitman; one-third to the 
“city,” or Herman Knappenberger, 
Mayor, and Marion Fuller, Chief of 
Police of Earlsboro, and the re- 
maining one-third to Motley, from 
whom she received a portion. 

On one occasion, she testified, 
Pitman called at the Earlsboro 
hotel where she nad Motley were 
staying, and asked Motley tor “the 
money.” Motley was drunk, she 
suid, and asked Pitman: “What 
money?” 

“The county money”’ the witness 
said Pitman replied. 

The young woman said she pre- 
pared a parcel of $180 and handed 
it to the County Attorney.

A travel lecturer once related te a St. Louis audi- 
ence a story which emphasized the isolation of Bo- 
livia. He said that a Bolivian President became of:- 
fended at the British Minister, because the Minister’s 
wife declined a social meeting with the President’s 
mistress. <The Minister and his wife were ordered 
out of the country, and the luckless envoy made his 
start by a ride through the streets of the capital, 
lashed backwards upon a mule and pelted by the rab- 
ble. The British Foreign Office was indignant, but 
it could do nothing, because Bolivia; having no’ sé@a- 
coast, could not be reached without violating the neu- 
trality of another country. So Great Britain suspend- 
ed diplomatic intercourse and let it go at that. 

But Bolivia thought of something else to do. The 
Bolivian Government ordered all school geographies 
and official maps changed by striking off the British 
Isles. For years such children as were-in the few 
schools of Bolivia studied textbooks in which noth- 
ing but blue water was shown west of the continental 
coast of Europe. Bolivia thus wiped England off the 
map. The encyclopedias do not ‘contain this story, 
but the new Britannica says the British-Bolivian re 
lations were resumed in 1897, though not stating 
when or why they were suspended. And Paraguay 
would have been just as difficult for England or any 
other outside nation to get at.

SPAIN’S FUTURE. 

Resignation of Primo de Rivera does not mean 
resumption of the full constitutional rule which for 
several years he had announced would succeed his 
dictatorship. Instead, Spain merely goes into a con- 
tinuance of the dictatorship, under Gen. Damaso 
Berenguer as Premier. Whether Berenguer’s rule 
will be better or worse, only the future can teJl. He 
has, it is true, stated his intention to call the Cortes 
into session soon, in accordance with the constitu- 
tion of 1876. But his announcement that he will re- 
main in office “only long enough to restore Spain to 
normal constitutional government” has the true De 
Rivera ring. | 

Lifting of the censorship, harshly enforced during 
De Rivera's six and a half years as dictator, will be 
a forward step if it remains permanent. Berenguer, 
although a political opponent of De Rivera, is of the 
same officer caste which has long dominated Spain; 
and therein lies little hope for the masses. His mili- 
tary record is bound up with the corruption in the 
Spanish army, which has helped keep the country 
impoverished and unprogressive. He will face the 
task of reducing the national debt which under De 
Rivera mounted from about $2,000,000,000 to $2,830,- 
000,000, despite an outwardly balanced budget. 

Should the movement for a republic succeed in 
overthrowing the monarchy, which seems unlikely 


just now, King Alfonso can give a large part of bis 
thanks to De Rivera. The former dictator's policy 


of repression did a great deal to stir up sentiment | 


aga the King. Abolition of trial by jury, prohi-

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MAN PLUMBS HIS PAST. 

The excavator’s spade has turned up comparative- 
ly few bits of evidence to substantiate the scientist’s 
theories about man's origin and development from 
his primeval ancestry. Hence the finding of a per- 
fectly preserved prehistoric skull in China is a sci- 
entific event of the greatest importance. 

Heretofore only fragments have been discovered, 
and ‘these have been reconstructed by the aid of 
hypothesis and conjecture. Of Pithecanthropus 
Brectus, the ancient Java man, the top of a skull, 
some ‘teeth and a thigh bone were found. His de- 
scendant of eons later, the Piltdown man, found in 
Engiand, is known only by crushed fragments of a 
skull and two teeth. The Neanderthal man was re- 
constructed from the dome of a skull and leg bones. 
Beside these fragments the complete skull of Sinan- 
thropus Pekinensis, the Chinese discovery, has far- 
reaching significance for science. Its contours prove 
that the scientists were correct in their theory about 
the prehistoric man’s apelike jaw. Dr. Roy Chapman 
Andrews calls the discovery “the most important 
known link in the whole broken chain of human an- 
cestry,” tending to bear out as it does the theories of 
investigators since Darwin. 

The anthropologist dislikes to speak in terms of 
calendar years, but the Pekin man’s era has been 
set at about 1,006,000 years ago, shortly after or. con- 
temporary with the Java man. Other discoveries may 
be expected from Asia and other-parts of ‘the world, 
for the field is virtually unplumbed. Man has been 
too busy exploring his planet, dividing it up and 
trying to live on it comfortably to spend much time 
secking facts about his own origin. Now research is 
working hand in hand with speculation, and new 
light is being shed on the unrecorded past. 
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REDUCTIO AD ABSURDUM. 

An editorial from the Baltimore Sun, reprinted on 
this page yesterday, discussed the Supreme Court de 
cision upholding the Baltimore street car company’s 
plea for a valuation of $75,000,000. The valuation, of 
course, was based not on what was invested in the 
company, but what it would cost to reproduce the 
company’s property at present-day prices. In addi- 
tion, allowances were made for other factors. We 
wish to call particular attention to an item of $5,- 
000,000 for the company’s easements on the streets 
of Baltimore. On technical grounds the court refused 
to upset this claim. Thus, the people of Baltimore, 
having granted the street car company the. im- 
mensely valuable right of using the streets, now must 
pay the company a return of 7.44 per cent yearly on 
their gift. It seems to us this is the reductio ad 
absurdum of the present attitude of the law to public 
utility valuation.

politan Police Department would 
be within the discretion.of the City 
Council and the financial requisi- 
tion power given the police com- 
missioners by state law would be 
taken away under an opinion writ- 
ten by Sam C. Major, speciai com- 
missioner for the Missouri Supreme 
Court. 

If affirmed by the Supreme 
Court, Major’s construction upon 


“the statute also would affect the 


police departments of St. Louis and 
St. Joseph, for which police com- 
missioners are appointed by the 
Governor, and which thus are re- 
sponsible to the Chief Executive of 


tthe State rather than to city offi- 


cials. 

-Major’s opinion will go before 
the Supreme Court, en banc A 
hearing will be arranged by the 
Court. if exceptions are filed, as ex- 
pected, by the police commissioners 
in the 10-day period allowed. 

Long a Point of Oonflict. 

The State law has been inter- 
preted as investing in the police 
department the power to determine 
its own budget and the con- 
struction of the law long has been 
@ source of conflict between police 
ccmmissioners and the city ad- 
ministration. 

City Officials have contended 
that the police department appro- 
priation requests, which have been 
mandatory, have resulted in police 
expenditures at the expense of 
other city departments in need of 
funds, 

The City Council recently elimi- 


nated $379,000 from the police 


budget submitted for the year and 


the, commissioners filed @ man- 


damus suit in the Supreme Court 
to compel appropriation of the full 


amount sought. 


Major, a former Missouri Repre- 
sentative in Congress, was- ap- 
pointed a special commissioner of 
the court to conduct an investiga- 
tion. 

The demand of the Police Board 
was for an increase of $379,172 
over the appropriation of the year 
before. Attorneys for the police 
commissioners said they would vig- 
orousiy Oppose the major’s find- 
ings. ; 

Text of Opinion. 

Major, in his opinion states: 

“The Commissioners have made 
demands which the governing law 
creating them did not contemplate. 


They repeatedly have testified that 
if awarded by this writ (the man- 
damus action sought cf the Su- 


preme Court) the amount asked 


they did not, in many instances, in- 
tend to devote it to the purpose set 
out in their budget estimate. It 
was shown in many insta:.ces the. 
l1.j demands of this estimate were in 
themselves illegal and not contem- 
plated by statute. ' 


“To allow relators to coerce the 


city to appropriate the amounts 
asked for by a demand, illegal as 
asked, would permit relators to 
divert public funds so illegally se- 
cured to other illegal purposes, and 
furnish a legal anomaly for which 
no considerations of right or jus- 
tice or due regard for the constitu- 
tional mandates of this state pro- 
tecting public funds can counten- 
ance.”’ 


In conclusion, Major recommends 


that the peremptory writ of man- 


damus asked’ by the. Police Com- 


missioners be denied the court. 


Unless expenditures are cut in 
half, the police department faces a 
deficit under the council’s plan. 


Of $1,150,000 @apportioned to the

‘Operating “ex- 
penses have averaged more than

Muench Says St. Louis Will Inter- 
vene if it Seems Advisable. 

City Counselor Muench, who will 
obtain a copy of Special Commis- 
sioner Major’s opinion in the Kan- 
sas City police budget case, an- 
nounced that the city of St. Louls 
would intervene in the suit if there 
appears to be any possibility of 
having the law, enacted about 30 
years ago, construed to give the

He had one chance in a hundred 
of recoverirfg, but, so the surgeons 
said, no chance whatever of re- 
turning to the footlights. He was 
doomed to permanent invalidism. 
Yet only once during his long con- 
valescence did his tmdemitable 
courage falter. 

That was when, hobbling about 
the room on crutches, he saw a 
pair of his old dancing shoes in an 
open closet. There was a quaver 
in his voice when. to his wife he 
observed: “I wonder if I'll ever 
wear them again?”

Stone’s “religious conversion” 
was first paged several years ago 
as néws..

S8Stone’s closest 
confidant is Rex Beach, his broth- 
er-in-law. 

HE biggest laugh in any of 

Stone’s shows was in his spec- 
tacularly sudden entrance in Tip 
Top.

MUSIC 
Mozart Predominates

HE Mozart Piano Concerto in A 

Major dominated yesterday's 

concert given by the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra and proved to 
be one of those rare occasions when 
an authentic Mozart was presented 
to a modern audience... The whole 
performance was managed in. the, 
spirit of chamber music. The or- 
chestra was considerably reduced 
in size and Georg Szell, soloist of 
the occasion as well as director of 
the orchestra, presided at an apart- 
ment-sized grand piano instead of 
the usual concert grand, 

The music thus delivered showed 
the fertility of invention, the aris- 
tocratic and sunlit geniality which 
one has learned to associate with 
most of the music by Mozart. It 
also had a depth of feeling which 
is not always thought of as an in- 
dispensable Mozartean attribute 
but which nevertheless frequently 
reveals , itself. George. Bernard 
Shaw once remarked that Mozart 
had taugh him how to be both 
witty and profound. After listen- 
ing to the first two movements of 
the A Major concerto one sees the 
full meaning of that remark. 


Szell’s performance at the piano 
was made such an inextricable part 
of the whole presentation that any 
discussion of his mastery of the 
piano has to be limited to his use 
of that instrument in an ensemble. 
A certain polished smartness and 
ease of execution were plainly in 
evidence, as well as a pearly legato 
that might be used as a model by 
several keyboard lions that I could 
name. But it was the playing of 
the ensemble, with each unit acute- 
ly aware of the other, which made 
the concerto so thoroughly delight- 
ful. Its prevailing characteristic 
was a starched and fluted elegance.

him. If the exhibition tour can 
be kept up long enough, the total 
receipts for Carnera would reach 
$1,000,000 by the time he has gone 
through 20 rounds of actual fight- 
ing, provided he is paid as well 
in all subsequent bouts, as here. 

Whether he has any skill beyond 
merely clubbing a foe or charging 
on him and using his bulk to over- 
throw the opponent, is still to be 
revealed. And whether he _ will 
Stand up before a clever man who 
can pot shot him in the body a 
few times will probably not be re- 
vealed until Oarnera’s value as an 
exhibition tourist is at an end. 

However, fight or no fight, the 
big fellow ig worth the price to 
see, not as a fighter, perhaps, but 
as about the finest and biggest 
Specimen of athlete that is now 
before the public. 

If Carnera had no chance to 
show his wares, there was another 
“coming champion” on the card 
who more than found his oppor- 
tunity. This one was Henry 
Tuttle, otherwise known as “King 
Tut,” who has been widely adver- 
tised as.a man likely to take Man- 
dell’s lightweight crown from him. 


Tut Is a Real Actor. 

King Tut was matched for 10 
rounds with a Negro, Bruce Flow- 
ers, and the contest was one of 
the hardest and bitterest 
the King has ever experienced. 
This fight alone was worth double 
the price of admission.

This 
clause automatically went out. of 
the bill when the House and Fi- 
nance Committee placed the duty 
on cement. 


Fight on Brick Tariff. 


Previously, the Senate had 
knocked out of the bill proposed 
levies on shingles and soft wood 
lumber, now on the free list, and 
cut to the level of existing law the 
rates on structural steel. 

The coalition forces are deter- 
mined to wipe out the proposed 
levy of $1.25 a thousand on com- 
mon building bricks which is yet 
to be considered. « 

Today the Senate will throw 
open to amendment the crude and 
calcined gypsum items. Crude 
gsypsum, or plaster rock, is on the 
free list, while the rate on cal- 
cined gypsum has been increased 
by the Senate from $1.40 to $3 a 
ton. 

The amendment by Senator Mcec- 
Master approved yesterday, as 
originally drawn, would have swept 
white-stained Portland cement, on 
which there is now a duty of 8 
cents a 100 pounds,-to the free 
list along with hydraulic cement. 
Senator Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, 
proposed a modification to leave 
the. white stained product on the 
dutiable list. and the South Da- 
kotan accepted this change. 


$50,000,000 Added Cost. 

McMaster and Barkley contend- 
ed the proposed levy on hydraulic 
cement would have meant an. add- 
ed cost of $50;000,000 to consum- 
ers. They argued that imports 
amount to only 1% per cent of 
domestic consumption and that 
seaboard mills alone. which the 
duty was proposed to protect from 
Belgian and other cement in sea- 
board markets, had an annual out- 
put of 96,000.000 tons with imports 
less than 2.000.000. 

Senator Simmons (Dem.), North 
Carolina, opposing the levy, said he 
knew of no other article of uni- 
versal use that had maintained the 
price “fixed by the industry” with 
as much success as had cement. 
He pointed out that 99 per cent 
of American consumption was pro- 
duced in this country and said ft 
was ridiculous to protect a com- 
modity with only one per cent im- 
ports. 

Senator Copeland (Dem.), New 
York, urged protection. to the ce- 
cent producers in the Hudson Riv- 
er district. He insisted that thou- 
sands of men would be thrown out 
of employment if imports from Bel- 
gium and other European coun- 
tries were allowed) free entry.

WOULD SAVE $15,000,000 


Sosthenes Behn of International 
Telephone Corporation Testi- 
fies Before Committee,

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.— 
Sosthenes Behn, chairman of’ the 
International Telephone and Tele- 
graph Corporation, testified today 
before th@® Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee that consolida- 
gion of wire, cable and radio tele- 
graph faciities of the United 
States would result in a saving of 
about $15,000,000 annually to the 
American people, 

Behn said his statement was 
based upon a preliminary economic 
study of the possible results of 
such a consolidation, and asserted 
that the lower rates and better 
service would need wee o only a 
short period of readjustment fol- 
lowing the fusion. He mentioned 
specifically in this regard the 
Western Union, the Postal Tele- 
graph and Commercial; Cable Sys- 
tems and the Radio Corporation's 
network, adding: 

“It would enable them to be on 
a parity with the other communi- 
cations systems of the world.” 

The International Telephone and 
Telegraph has a tentative contract 
to purchase the communications 
facilities of the Radio Corporation 
of America and Behn urged that 
the acquisition be permitted.

NEW YORK, Feb. -1.—American 
aviators in air transport operations 
flew 197,546,590 mites in-1929. The 
Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce announced this figure today 
in a copyrighted report, and said 
it “established the United States as 


the leader in world: air transport 


operations.” 

Civilian, and commercial flying 
was more-than three times as great 
as military and governmental 
activities, planes in the former class 


covering 149,579,451 miles as com- 
pared with 47,967,139 for the lat- 
ter. 3 

Major ‘air transport lines, op- 


rerating on regular schedules, flew 


passengers, mail and express more 
than 90,000 miles every 24 hours. 


Mail volume doubled..over 1928 ta 


7,096,930 pounds, while passenger 
business tripled, with 165,263 per- 
sons riding the air lines. 
Estimates, computed to include 
800 aerial service operators in the 
country, indicated their planes 
flew 104,336,560. miles and carried 
2,995,530 passengers. Private fly- 
ing increased from 12,000,000 miles 
in 1928 to 25,000,000 miles, 
While the number of air trans-, 
port operators in scheduled service 


decreased from 2 to 27 through 
consolidations, 


the number of 
planes in service increased from 
294 to 619. 

The tremendous increase in mail 
flying without corresponding ex- 
tension of airways was attributed 
to added night flying, one line fly- 
ing more mileage at night-than the 
total of all scheduled night opera- 
tions in Europe. 

“Scheduled transport lines,” the 
report said, “were flying one-third 


of their 90,000 miles every 24 hours 


between dusk and dawn on lighted 
airways, providing night 
unparalleled in the world.” 
Twenty-seven transport 
employed eight men on the ground 
for every pilot in. the air. 
Tne phenomenal expansion 
lines was attributed to increased 
public support, resulting “in

Goiter. 
T has been obseryed that 


where pigs are born hairless 

and stunted, human goiter is 
common. 

The connection between pigs ant 
goiter is more than casyal, and 
‘also of historic Interest. ~For it is 
true that it was the siudy of the 
cause and the prevention of the 
economic logses involved in the 
birth of hairlegs, stunted and weak 
pigs that led to a discovery of ef- 
fective methods to prevent human 
goiter. 

Goiter, swelling and enlargement 
‘of the thyroid gland, has been 
known for thousands of years, The 
‘ancient Greek physicians treated 
it with the ashes.of burnt sea- 
sponges. The treatment prebably 
was effective, but it is hardly con- 
ceivable that the Greek. physicians 
knew why. 

Modern science has demonstrat- 
ed that the presence of a certain 
minute ‘quantity of iodine in food 
or drinking water is important to 
the norma] functioning of the 
thyroid. A lack of iodine will jead 
to an enlargement of the thyroid 
—in other words, will result- in 
goiter. \ 

Goiter is prevalent in the re- 
gions of the Great Lakes, in seo- 
tions of the Middiewest, and - in 
parts of the Rocky Mountain re- 
gions, 

Public health aythorities have 
taken steps to prevent the disease 
by adding todine to drinking water. 
by iodising salt, and by advising 
the consumption of iodine-corntain- 
ing, foods, principally fish and 
green vegetables. 

While these measures have been 
productive of much good, they are 
not without some risk, and warn- 
ings have been issued to goiterous 
persons on the dangers involved. in 
indiscriminate intake of iodine. 

In fact, where a person is pre- 
disposed to an enlargement of the 
thryroid, todine should only be 
taken when, and in the quantities, 


prescribed by a physician.
